Senators Pritchard of North Carolina 
and Chilton of Texas and President 
Proctor and Mr. George R. Wales of the 
civil service commission conducted the 
proceedings. 
Several letters from government offi­ 
cials giving their opinions of the law 
mere 
read. 
Secretary Bliss 
recom ­ 
mended that each commissioner of the 
department have the right to appoint 
a private secretary or confidential clerk 
and that the chief clerk of the depart­ 
ment and chiefs of the division be ex­ 
empt from the classified service. 
The appointm ent of special agents, 
such os land, tim ber and mineral land 
commissioners, and particularly special 
Indian 
agents, he 
wrote, should be 
more directly under the control of the 
secretary, who is responsible for them. 
He suggested un exam ining board of 
the secretary and the four commission­ 
ers to m ake special exam inations for 
such offices. 
Commissioner of Pension Evans and 
Commissioner H erm an of the general 
land office recommended that the chief 
clerk, appointm ent clerk, private sec­ 
retary, chiefs of divisions and exam in­ 
ers and inspectors should be exempt 
from the classified service. 
Director 
Wolcott of the geological survey and 
Wade Hampton, commissioner of rail­ 
roads. recommended a continuance of 
the present law. 
Thom as Robinson, a $1,600 treasury 
clerk, complained that he had been dis­ 
missed on demand of Georgia senators 
and others because he had printed the 
only Republican newspaper in Georgia 
during G ran t’s second campaign. 
W illiam W. Hill, former assistant su­ 
perintendent of the free mail delivery, 
charged that there had been collusion 
between the postoffice departm ent and 
the civil service commission to violate 
the law by the em ploym ent in 1894 
and 1895 of 59 spies whose employment 
was not authorized by law. 
Two of the inspectors, termed spies, 
Mr. Hill asserted, were brothers of Mr, 
Machen, superintendent of the free de­ 
livery service. 
One of Mr. Machen s 
brothers had been under (Charges of 
embezzlement in Toledo, O., when a p ­ 
pointed, and another of the appointees 
had been dismissed from the W ashing­ 
ton paso® ce for embezzling funds of 
the Letter C arriers’ association. 
Sixth Auditor of the Treasury How­ 
ard had at first made violent objections 
to approving the accounts of these in- 
e Actors because they were not author­ 
ly d by law, but afterw ard Mr. Howard 
had been allowed the nomination of 
one inspector each quarter and had ap­ 
proved the disbursements. 
First Assistant 
Postm aster General 
Jones had refrained from assuming the 
authority of signing the appointm ents 
of the inspectors and had delegated the 
duty to his private secretary. Mr. De- 
mar. 
In the campaign of 1894 six of 
the inspectors, Mr. Hill asserted, had 
been detailed to influence the votes of 
letter carriers in the Fourteenth con­ 
gressional district of New York. 
Mr. Hill testified that in Philadelphia 
the Cleveland adm inistration had m an­ 
aged to get rid of m any Republicans 
and old soldiers on the letter carriers’ 
force in October, 1894, by evading the 
law*. 
The departm ent had 
increased 
the force by the appointm ent of 80 men 
salaried at $600, and snortly after had 
decreased it by dismissing 78 carriers 
salaried at $1,000 and 22 salaried at 
$800. 
The salaries of the inspectors were 
paid by money taken from the rem it­ 
tances of postmasters made in currency 
and deposited to the credit of their 
chief, Mr. Bellman, in a W ashington 
bank. T he inspectors had been assess­ 
ed for the expenses of the Ohio cam ­ 
paign in 1895. 
To m ake arrangem ents 
for the assessm ent they had been mass­ 
ed in Chicago at a m eeting of them 
held on O ct 31, which had been ad­ 
dressed by Mr. Machen, superintendent 
of the free delivery service, who had 
earn© from W ashington for th a t p u r­ 
pose. 
That they m ight better bear the a: 
sessment the salaries of the inspectors 
had been raised from $4 to $5 per day 
in July, 1895. 
The witness read a let­ 


ter from one of the inspectors to Mr. 
Machen explaining in reply to a letter 
from Mr. Machen that he h cl not for­ 
warded the am ount of the assessment 
because he h id not understood the ar­ 
rangements. 
The witness had informed Assistant 
Postm aster General Jones of this last 
matter. 
Mr. Jones had told him to 
keep his mouth shut, saying that it was 
natural that Mr. Machen should want 
to help bis friend, Mr. Campbell, in 
Ohio. 
Mr. Hill had brought the questions 
of the unauthorized appointment of the 
“spies" and the political assessments to 
the attention or the civil service com 
mission. 
President Proctor had told 
him that the commission had no juris­ 
diction over the unauthorised appoint­ 
ments. 
Mr. Machen had informed the wit­ 
ness that fo rn e r President Roosevelt 
of the ^im m ijal^n had authorized the 
employment of 
ie spies. 
Evidence of 
the assessments had been given the 
commission, including 
evidence 
that 
Mr. Machen had declared mat he would 
discharge the men who failed to pay 
toe assessments. 
T he witness had been informed that 
toe commission made a report incrim ­ 
inating Machen and Bellman, but that 
the attorney general had quashed the 
charges. 
An affidavit was read from an e m ­ 
ploye of the postoffice department th at 
Mr. Machen had withheld money from 
the salaries of ‘ spies” for political pur­ 
poses. 
Mr. Hill declared that Assistant Post­ 
m aster General Jones had 
employed 
spies to follow' him, had learned that 
he gave information to Representative 
Overstreet of Indiana regarding the as­ 
sessments. and had 
then 
discharged 
him, upbraiding him with ingratitude. 
T he personal character of the 
opies,” 
Mr. Hill declared, was very bad. Many 
| of them had been arrested in various 
cities for drunkenness and disorderly 
conduct. One “spy” named Lorenz had 
been appointed Oct. I, 1894, Hut pay 
had been drawfn from July I, 1894. The 
I money for the time in w'hich he had 
not worked am ounted to $369. 
This 
am ount had been drawn by Mr. Mach­ 
en and appropriated by him through 
the forgery of the check and voucher, 
all of which was shown by the records 
of the departm ent and treasury. 
In dismissing Mr. Hill from the post­ 
office departm ent Assistant P o s'master 
General Jones had told him th at he 
would pursue him and secure his dis­ 
missal from the departm ent of justice 
as assistant 
commissioner of claims, 
which he did. 
Mr. Hill was a lifelong 
Democrat, 
Congress in 1896 specifically prohib­ 
ited the employment of “spies.'

Farm ing as an occupation for women 
may not sound attractive to ladies of 
culture and refinement, but it hsis been 
demonstrated bv three young women iii 
Illinois th at it is both a lucrative and 
enjoyable business for the gentler si x, 
and also that they need not lose their 
taste for the finer things of life in this 
humble employment. They believe that 
woman can properly manage any busi­ 
ness if she is trained for it and w ill 
closely observe all the details and a t­ 
tend to it herself. Experience has taught 
them that agents were not a success, as 
they very soon began to trado on the 
supposed incapability of women as busi­ 
ness managers and tried to deceive them 
by charging for work which was never 
done. 
Their farms, which aggregate 
4,200 acres, wore inherited from their 
father, John D. G illett, a well known 
man iii Illinois, who owned 
11,000 
acres in Logan county at tho tim e of 
his death, nine years ago. 
The young 
women are practical agriculturists, hav­ 
ing picked up much of their knowledge 
going over the farm s w ith their father, 
and yet they are finely educated, speak 
French, and have a taste for art, liter­ 
ature and music. 
They devoted their entire tim e to the 
farm s for the first few years after they 
assumed the management, and now the 
land yields twice as much as it did at 
the tim e of their fath er’s death. 
Corn 
is their principal product, aud the av­ 
erage yield is 60 bushels an acre. They 
have drained a lake of 400 acres by dig­ 
ging a ditch a m ile and a half long.
